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Duties  and  Responsibilities  of  Town  Manager 


Since  the  Town  adopted  the  provisions  of  the  Town 
Manager-Selectmen  form  of  Government,  many  resi- 
dents have  asked  "Just  what  does  a  Town  Manager 
do?" 

The  following  might  serve  as  a  general  guide  as  to 
the  responsibilities  of  the  Town   Manager: 

He  shall  be  the  Administrative  Head  of  all  Depart- 
ments of  the  Town  and  be  responsible  for  the  efficient 
administration  thereof.  He  shall  have  general  super- 
vision of  the  property  and  business  affairs  of  the  Town 
and  of  the  expenditure  of  moneys  appropriated  by  it 
for  Town   purposes. 

Some  of  the  Powers  and  Duties  in  Particular  follow: 

To  appoint,  upon  merit  and  fitness  alone,  and  to 
remove,  all  subordinate  officers  and  employees  under 
his  control,  and  to  fix  their  compensation. 

To  keep  full  and  complete  records  of  his  office  and 
to  present  the  Board  of  Selectmen  an  itemized  monthly 
report   in   writing. 

To  keep  the  Board  of  Selectmen  fully  advised  as  to 
the   needs  of  the  Town. 


To  have  charge,  control  and  supervision,  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  the 
by-laws  of  the  Town,  of  the  following   matters: 

(a)  The  construction,  maintenance  and  repairing 
of  all  town  buildings,  town  roads,  high- 
ways, sidewalks  and  bridges. 

(b)  The  purchase  of  all   supplies  for  the  Town. 

(c)  The  Police  and  Fire  Departments  of  the 
Town. 

(d)  The   system   of   sewers   and   drainage. 

(e)  Lighting    of   streets,    highways    and    bridges. 

(f)  Removal   of  snow. 

(g)  Maintenance  of  parks,  commons  and  play- 
grounds. 

(h)      Care  of  cemeteries. 

(i)  Letting,  making  and  performance  of  all  con- 
tracts for  work   done  for  the  Town. 

To  administer  the  poor  relief  of  the  Town. 

To  perform  such  other  duties,  consistent  with  his 
office,  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  vote  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.

The  past  year  has  seen  many  improvements  in  service 
to  you,  the  taxpayer. 

We  have  met  weekly  as  a  Board,  and  on  numerous 
other  occasions,  to  resolve  problems  brought  before  us. 
Major  improvements  have  been  brought  about  this  year 
for  the  benefit  of  the  community. 

A  complete  survey  of  all  streets  and  roads  has  led 
to  the  adoption  of  a  priority  list  for  all  new  drainage 
and  paving.  The  same  is  true  of  sidewalks.  A  program 
was  started  this  year  to  begin  construction  of  the 
Goffstown  Back  Road.  With  this  in  mind,  one  mile  was 
widened  this  year  and  will  be  graveled  and  paved 
next.  Our  plans  call  for  starting  another  mile  this  com- 
ing spring. 

Many  needed  improvements  were  made  in  street 
lighting.  Forty  new  lights  were  added  throughout  the 
Town.  We  realize  the  need  for  additional  improve- 
ments which  we  intend  to  carry  out  over  the  next  three- 
year  period. 

With  the  improvements  in  the  bookkeeping  system, 
we  have  been  informed  at  all  times  as  to  the  financial 
situation.  This  has  enabled  us  to  work  very  closely  with 
the  Town  Manager. 

It  was  necessary  to  replace  our  front  end  loader  this 
summer,  as  well  as  adding  two  new  sidewalk  plows. 
This  equipment  was  purchased  from  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund   set   up  for  this   purpose. 

For  the  coming  year  we  are  dedicated  to  providing 
housing  for  the  Senior  Citizens  of  the  Town.  For  this 
purpose,  we  have  appointed  the  Goffstown  Housing 
Authority,  and  have  included  an  article  for  you,  the 
voters,  to  ratify.  This  Housing  Project  would  be  financed 
by  the  Federal  Government  and  would  make  payments 
to  the  Town  in  lieu  of  taxes.  Our  elderly  residents 
would  be  provided  with  comfortable  apartments,  tail- 
ored to  their  needs,  for  a  rental  of  20%  of  their  in- 
come. This  would  include  rent,  lights  and  heat — a 
substantial  savings  we  are  sure  for  a  large  number  of 
our  Senior  Citizens. 

Of  growing  concern  to  us  is  the  tax  rate.  As  you 
realize,  the  rate  is  determined  by  the  valuation  of  the 
Town,  and  the  sum  of  money  you  appropriate  for  your 
town,  school  and  county  tax.  Our  attention  has  been 
brought  many  times  this  year  to  cases  where  land  and 
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properties  have  been  taxed  unfairly,  or  not  at  all.  We 
have  asked  for  a  sum  to  be  raised  for  property  maps. 
These  maps  would  be  paid  for  over  a  two-year  period 
of  time  and  would  be  available  for  the  yearly  assess- 
ment in  1966.  We  believe  the  gain  in  revenue  made 
possible  by  these  maps  would  make  up  the  amount  to 
be  appropriated. 

We  have  included  an  article  this  year  to  provide  an 
insurance  program  for  the  Town  employees.  We  feel 
that  our  employees  devote  many  hours  for  the  welfare 
of  the  Town,  and  should  be  compensated  in  a  manner 
similar  to  any  other  business  or  profession. 

We  still  receive  many,  many  complaints  because  of 
the  lack  of  a  rubbish  and  garbage  pickup  service.  The 
location  of  the  Goffstown  dump  creates  a  nuisance  to 
many  people  in  this  section  of  Town.  We  are  proposing 
again  this  year  a  residential  garbage-rubbish  pickup 
service,  combined  with  the  closing  of  the  Goffstown 
dump.  We  propose  using  the  present  Pinardville  dump 
as  a  sanitary  fill  disposal  area  to  be  attended  and 
kept  operating  for  the  convenience  of  all  residents. 
If  this  article  is  acted  favorably  upon,  we  will  borrow 
$20,000  to  be  paid  back  in  four  annual  installments: 
this  sum  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  the  necessary 
packer  truck  and  bulldozer. 

Our  estimates  indicate  that  the  yearly  operating  cost 
for  this  service  would  be  approximately  $14,000  after 
the  initial  year.  This  would  be  approximately  $3000 
more  than  it  presently  costs  to  maintain  the  two  dumps 
and    the    garbage    pickup    service   we    now   have. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  projects  we  anticipate 
for  our  Town.  With  a  booming  population  and  an  in- 
crease in  the  demand  for  services,  we  must  not  lose 
sight  of  our  responsibilities   towards  our  citizens.

March   10,    1964 

Moderator  Gordon  F.  Burns  called  the  meeting  to 
order  in  the  High  School  Auditorium  at  10:03  A.M., 
with  the  reading  of  Articles  1,  2,  and  3  of  the  School 
Warrant.  A  motion  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of 
the  Town  Warrant  was  made  by  W.  J.  Cloutier  sec- 
onded and  approved  by  voice  vote.  , 

A  motion  that  the  polls  now  be  opened  for  voting: 
that  the  balance  of  the  Warrant  be  read  and  acted 
upon  at  7:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday 
March  11,  1964:  that  the  polls  close  at  6:30  P.M.  at 
the  Fifth  District  and  at  7:00  P.M.  at  the  Central  Polling 
Place,  and  that  our  next  Town  Meeting  be  opened  at 
10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  at  the  Central  Polling 
Place  and  10:30  o'clock  at  the  Fifth  District  Polling 
Place,  made  by  W.  Cloutier  was  seconded.  An  amend- 
ment to  the  motion  made  by  N.  Bigelow:  "Because  of 
the  absence  of  many  figures  and  explanations  in  the 
1963  Town  Report  and  because  we  have  had  only  a 
few  hours  to  study  the  financial  affairs  of  the  town, 
I  move  that  the  discussion  of  the  Articles  in  the  town 
warrant  be  considered  at  an  adjourned  meeting  to  be 
held  at  the  Goffstown  High  School  Auditorium  on  March 
16th,  1964,  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  that 
the  selectmen  be  requested  to  furnish  the  meeting  with 
the  missing  data  and  explanations."  Motion  seconded 
and    approved    by   voice    vote. 

Gardner  Lamson  made  the  following  motion:  "I 
move  that  the  ballots,  as  counted  by  the  sworn  election 
officials  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  Clerk  and 
Moderators  between  9:00  A.M.  and  10:00  A.M.  on  the 
10th  day  of  March  1964  be  accepted  as  counted  in 
accordance  with  R.S.A.  59:23."  Motion  seconded  and 
approved   by   voice   vote. 

The  polls  were  declared  open  and  voting  com- 
menced with  three  checklists  being  used.  One  for 
Town,  Constitutional  Convention  and  Presidential  Pref- 
erence Ballots;  one  for  Sweepstakes  Ballots  and  one 
for  School    Ballots. 

Town  Meeting  Continued  —  March   16,   1964 

Moderator  Gordon  F.  Burns  announced  a  Temporary 
Recess  until  admission  of  voters  by  Check  Lists  was 
completed. 

Meeting  called  to  order  at  7:42  P.M.  He  expressed 
his  appreciation  to  all  who  assisted  in  the  election 
during  the  day  and  especially  for  those  who  assisted 
during  the  night.  He  said  the  counting  of  ballots  was 
five  times  the  ordinary  counting  load  and  that  the 
counting  was  completed  in  short  order  with  terrific 
results.  (Counting  of  long  National  Convention  dele- 
gates ballots  was  facilitated  with  the  use  of  a  special 
box  and   numbered   guide.) 

The  Moderator  announced  that  the  swearing  in  of 
newly  elected  officials  would  be  done  directly  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  meeting;  that  Francis  L.  Gaud- 
reault,  newly  elected  Selectman,  had  resigned  from  the 
Budget  Committee  and  Mr.  Albert  Lamothe  had  been 
appointed   to  serve  the   remainder  of  the   term. 


The  Moderator  explained  the  need  for  using  the 
Checklist  for  admission  to  the  meeting.  Unqualified 
persons  had  participated  in  discussions  at  the  last  Town 
Meeting.  He  also  outlined  the  duties  of  the  Moderator 
as   outlined   in   R.S.A. 40. 

The  Moderator  proceeded  with  reading  of  the  War- 
rant. A  motion  to  dispense  with  reading  of  warrant 
and  to  take  Article  by  Article  was  made,  seconded  and 
favorably  voted  upon. 

ARTICLE  1.  A  motion  to  elect  the  incumbent  Sur- 
veyors of  Lumber  and  Corders  of  Wood,  Lawrence 
Shirley,  Robert  MacDougall,  Gerald  Upton  and  Arthur 
Grant,  was  made,  seconded  and  approved  by  voice 
vote.  Similar  motions  were  made,  seconded  and  ap- 
proved by  voice  vote  for  the  election  of  incumbent 
Auditors,  Frank  W.  Bartlett,  Howard  E.  Johnson,  and 
Carl  B.  Pattee:  the  incumbent  Fence  Viewers,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  A  motion  to  elect  Trustees  of  Playgrounds 
was  dropped  on  information  from  the  floor  that  Trustees 
are  appointed  and  not  elected.  Lawrence  W.  Putnam 
and  Willard  C.  Pratt  were  nominated  for  Fire  Wardens. 
Their  election  was  moved,  seconded  and  approved  by 
voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  2.  Discussion  of  the  adoption  of  the  budg- 
et as  submitted  by  the  Budget  Committee  led  to  a 
motion  to  postpone  action  on  the  budget  total  until 
the  special  articles  in  the  Warrant  had  been  acted 
upon.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  approved  by 
voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
in  anticipation  of  taxes,  was  moved,  seconded  and 
approved    by   voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  authorize  Selectmen  to  administer 
Real  Estate  of  the  town,  was  favoraby  moved,  seconded 
and  approved  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  amend  1958  action  on  Alfred  and 
Olivene  Danis  gift  of  land  for  a  right  of  way  30  feet 
wide,  was  explained  by  Selectman  Elmer  B.  Nickerson. 
He  said  that  there  were  30-40  residences  on  the  30 
foot  road,  the  houses  are  close  to  the  road  and  ap- 
proval of  the  article  would  make  it  possible  to  have 
a  road  that  would  be  accepted  by  the  Town.  A  motion 
to  approve  the  article  was  made,  seconded  and  ap- 
proved  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  6.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted 
affirmatively  by  voice  vote  to  accept  a  gift  by  deed, 
from  Earle  F.  and  Marion  L.  Dubois  of  a  40  foot  wide, 
570  foot  long  road  to  be  known  as  Mountain  View 
Road  running  westerly  from   Paige  Hill   Road. 

ARTICLE  7.  Discussion  of  this  article  covered  the 
pros  and  cons  of  selling  town  land,  a  question  whether 
the  Town  Planning  Board  had  any  recommendation, 
and  a  question  of  the  consideration  for  the  land.  A 
motion  was  made  to  sell  all  the  land  in  the  area  or 
none;  it  was  not  seconded.  A  motion  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  the  wedge-shaped  piece  of  land  at 
12  Church  St.  was  made,  seconded  and  approved  by 
voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  8.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  affirma- 
tively voted  by  voice  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  close  Higgins  Street  from  the  northwest  corner  of 
land   owned   by   Fernand    Roy   to  Mast  Road. 

ARTICLE  9.  A  motion  to  dismiss  the  article  to  pe- 
tition the  State  Tax  Commission  for  an  audit  of  the 
accounts  of  the  Town  was  made,  seconded  and  ap- 
proved by  voice  vote.

At  the  sounding  of  the  Town  Fire  Whistle  a  tem- 
porary recess  was  declared  by  the  Moderator  so  that 
the   Firemen   could    leave   the   meeting. 

ARTICLE  10.  A  motion  to  dismiss  the  article  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Highway  Agent 
instead  of  electing  by  ballot  was  made,  seconded  and 
approved  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  11.  In  consideration  of  Article  11,  a  read- 
ing of  RSA,  Chapter  235:1  was  requested  from  the  floor 
on  a  point  of  order.  The  Moderator  read  the  article. 
After  discussion  it  was  moved  to  dismiss  the  article. 
This  was  seconded  and  the  article  was  defeated  by 
voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  12.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  ap- 
proved by  voice  vote  to  authorize  the  establishment  of 
a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  purchasing  of  a  new  fire 
truck  and  appropriate  $1500.00  for  initial  payment. 

ARTICLE  13.  A  discussion  of  Article  13  brought  up 
a  motion  to  consider  Article  14  first  and  then  return 
to  Article  13.  This  was  seconded.  On  advice  of  Town 
counsel  that  no  funds  were  available  for  action  on 
Article  14  the  motion  was  withdrawn.  A  request  that 
Article  14  might  be  discussed  was  approved  by  counsel. 

The  discussion  of  the  town  dump  situation  brought 
out  comments  from  the  floor  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the 
present  dumps  and  the  cost  of  operating  them  com- 
pared to  the  proposed  expenditure  of  $22,000.00.  The 
Town  Manager  clarified  the  proposed  expenditures: 
$9,000.00  for  a  used  Shovel-Crawler  (a  tractor  used 
to  distribute  and  cover  garbage  refuse  in  the  dump  with 
dirt);  $13,000.00  for  a  Compactor — (a  truck  that 
would  collect  from  each  home  on  accepted  roads  in 
town  at  least  once  a  week;  pick  up  refuse  and  garbage; 
the  capacity  of  the  truck  increased  by  a  compacting 
device  that  presses  the  picked-up  refuse  into  a  smaller 
mass  for  efficient  trucking).  The  cost  of  operation  in- 
cludes driver  for  the  truck  and  operator  for  Shovel- 
Crawler  and  truck  labor.  It  is  proposed  to  operate  the 
system  for  three  months  to  get  an  operating  cost  figure 
which  after  review  would  be  presented  to  Budget  Com- 
mittee. Operation  to  begin  immediately  if  approved. 
Questions  from  the  floor  were  concerned  with:  disposal 
of  stumps;  possibility  of  twice  a  week  operation  in  sum- 
mer; advisability  of  changing  purpose  of  Reserve  Fund 
when  Highway  Equipment  may  need  replacement  in 
next  few  years;  previous  proposals  of  Rubbish  Pick-up 
service  have  been  voted  down;  worth  having  the  service 
at  a  $1.00  increase  in  the  Tax  Rate. 

Moderator  ruled  a  return  to  consider  Article  13. 
Approval  would  require  2/3  majority  and  voting  would 
be  by  check  list.  A  motion  to  dismiss  article  was  made 
and  seconded.  Voice  vote  was  not  clear  so  a  standing 
vote  was  called  for.  Messrs.  Gray,  Baker,  Bigelow,  La- 
mothe,  and  Gaudreault,  were  appointed  counters.  The 
Moderator  ruled  that  the  vote  to  dismiss  article  would 
require  a  majority  (over  50%).  When  question  to  dis- 
miss article  was  put  to  a  vote,  a  great  majority  stood 
up — counting  was  dispensed  with  and  the  article  was 
declared   dismissed. 

ARTICLE  14.  Consideration  of  this  article  to  au- 
thorize purchase  of  sanitary  fill  and  garbage  and  refuse 
truck  and  tractor  brought  a  motion  to  dismiss  the  article. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  dismissal  was  approved 
by  voice  vote. 


ARTICLE  15.  Concerning  expenditure  for  painting 
Grasmere  Bridge  was  considered.  In  answer  to  a  ques- 
tion regarding  bids  received,  Selectmen  advised  that 
a  bid  had  been  received  2  or  3  days  ago.  In  any 
case  they  will  get  the  lowest  possible  price  in  keeping 
with  standards  set-up  for  the  job.  A  motion  to  approve 
the  expenditure  was  made,  seconded  and  approved  by 
voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  16.  The  appropriation  for  salaries  of  the 
Goffstown  District  Court  was  moved  for  approval,  sec- 
onded  and   favorably  voted   by  voice   vote. 

ARTICLE  17.  The  appropriation  of  funds  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  the  Goffstown  Dis- 
trict Court  was  favorably  moved,  seconded  and  voted 
by   voice   vote. 

ARTICLE  18.  The  appropriation  of  $1500.00  for 
improvements  at  the  Barnard  Playground  was  favorably 
moved,  seconded   and   voted   by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  19.  The  appropriation  of  $5800.00  for 
the  construction  of  Laurier  Street  Extension  was  favor- 
ably moved,  seconded  and  voted  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  20.  Continuation  of  Town  Manager  Plan

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  made  and  seconded,  fol- 
lowed immediately  by  a  motion  to  rescind  which  was 
seconded  and  approved. 

A  motion  to  amend  Article  2  to  read  "also  include 
the  payment  of  the  County  Tax"  was  made,  seconded 
and  approved  by  voice  vote.  A  motion  to  approve 
Article  2  with  the  amendment  "also  include  the  pay- 
ment of  the  County  Tax"  was  made,  seconded  and 
affirmed  by  voice  vote. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  made,  seconded  and  ap- 
proved.

Acceptance  of  Town  Streets 

There  are  four  sets  of  circumstances  under  which  a 
strip  of  land  will  become  a  highway  which  the  town 
is  compelled  to  expend   money  to  maintain  and  repair: 

1.  When  the  Selectmen,  upon  petition,  lay  out  a 
highway  following  proper  notice,  public  hearings  and 
assessment  of  damages. 

2.  When  a  road  has  been  dedicated  to  the  public 
use  by  the  owner  of  the  land  over  which  it  passes 
and  is  thereafter  accepted  by  the  town  through  its 
Selectmen  or  possibly  at  town  meetings.  Although  the 
law  is  not  clear  that  the  town  meeting  can  accept. 

3.  When  a  roadway  is  constructed  for  public  travel 
over    land    which    has    been    conveyed    to    the    town. 

4.  When  a  road  has  been  used  for  public  travel 
for  twenty  years. 

The  Selectmen,  alone,  have  the  power  to  lay  out  a 
highway  under  method  ( 1  )  above.  While  it  is  not  clear 
whether  a  town  meeting  can  accept  a  dedication  under 
method  (2)  above,  it  is  recommended  in  any  event, 
that  such  action  should  not  be  taken  by  the  town 
meeting  because  the  Selectmen  are  in  a  far  better 
position  to  determine  whether  the  dedicated  roadway 
is  in  proper  condition  as  relates  to  grade,  surfacing, 
etc.,  before  accepting  it  and  obligating  the  town  to 
keep  it  in  proper  repair.  Under  method  (3)  above,  the 
Selectmen  can  accept  a  deed  of  gift  or  the  town  meet- 
ing can  vote  to  purchase  certain  land  and  a  decision 
can  thereafter  be  made  to  construct  a  highway  over  it. 
Method    (4)   requires  no  consideration. 


Trustees'  Report 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  services  and  gifts  of 
various  townspeople  during  the  past  year.  We  ex- 
tend special  thanks  to  the  Neighborly  Club  for  their 
generosity  in  providing  a  Trust  Fund  for  the  Library. 
We  commend  our  librarian,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Vickery,  and 
her  staff  for  their  conscientious  efforts. 

Landscaping  of  the  library  grounds  has  continued. 
In  cooperation  with  the  Goffstown  Garden  Club,  a 
cedar  hedge  was  set  out  at  the  side  of  our  property. 
The  Club  also  planted  and  maintained  an  attractive 
circular  flower  bed  in  front  of  the  library. 

To  meet  the  increased  demand  for  library  service, 
with  improved  convenience  for  the  public,  the  trustees 
have  extended  the  hours  of  operation.  Beginning  in 
January  of  this  year,  the  library  will  be  open  Monday 
through  Friday  from  1  :00  to  5:00  p.m.  and  Monday  and 
Wednesday  evenings  from  6:30  to  8:30  p.m. 

With  the  continued  growth  in  library  circulation, 
greater  number  of  patrons  and  steadily  increasing  num- 
ber of  volumes  carried,  we  are  faced  with  the  need 
of  providing  additional  facilities.  Present  plans  call  for 
obtaining  more  book  shelving  this  year,  and  we  expect 
to  formulate  a  long  range  program  for  expanding  and 
modernizing  the  library  through  greater  utilization  of 
all  available  space. 

Despite  increased  costs  for  salaries,  supplies  and 
maintenance  for  the  ensuing  year,  we  have  held  our 
town  appropriation  request  at  the  same  figure  as  last 
year.  We  were  able  to  do  this  by  using  unexpended 
funds,  including  accrued  interest  from  trust  funds.  This 
interest  represents  money  that  was  allowed  to  accumu- 
late in  the  trust  funds,  but  from  now  on  we  plan  to 
spend  such  interest  each  year,  retaining  only  the 
principal.

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Report  of  the  Librarian 

Again  this  year,  our  total  circulation  shows  a  sub- 
stantial increase,  as  it  has  for  the  past  several  years. 
Also,  more  use  is  being  made  of  our  reference  books, 
since  we  are  able  to  provide  books  covering  a  wider 
range  of  interests,  but  the  demand  still  far  exceeds  our 
supply.  A  few  of  these  books  have  been  given  as 
gifts  and  memorials  this  year.  A  new  edition  of  Comp- 
ton's  Encyclopedia  was  added  through  the  Eaton  Fund. 

The  Summer  Reading  Program  for  trre  children  be- 
comes more  popular  each  year,  both  in  interest  and 
number  of  readers.  This  added  reading  improves  the 
child's  skills  and  he  learns  to  use  the  library.  Several 
teachers  bring  their  classes  for  regular  visits  in  order 
to  widen  the  reading  interest.  We  supply  regular  month- 
ly loans  to  other  teachers  for  classroom  use.  The  State 
Bookmobile  assists  by  providing  additional  books  for 
these  loans. 

We  feel,  at  the  present  time,  that  an  area  where 
adults  could  read,  browse  and  select  their  reading  ma- 
terial would  be  most  beneficial.

The 
summer  was  marked  with  success  under  the  able  leader- 
ship of  Edward  Colburn  and  Pamela  Anslow.  The  special 
events  week  at  the  end  of  the  program  was  enthusias- 
tically received  and  prizes  for  attendance,  leadership 
in  sports  and  participation  in  scheduled  activities  were 
awarded.

Your  board  has  had  its  most  active  year  since  it  was 
established  by  vote  of  the  Town.  Twelve  scheduled 
meetings  have  been  held,  many  of  them  with  other 
groups  or  departments  of  the  town  government,  in  order 
to  get  a  uniform  opinion  upon  questions  which  have 
arisen. 

Many  violations  of  the  zoning  law  have  been  called 
to  our  attention,  particularly  with  regard  to  signs, 
trailers,  and  auto  dump  yards.  The  Board  has  consulted 
with  the  Town  Manager,  the  Selectmen,  and  with  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  regarding  these  violations.  In 
general  it  has  been  found  that  the  zoning  law  is  work- 
ing satisfactorily  and  that  no  amendments  to  the  law 
should  be  proposed  at  the  current  Town  Meeting.  After 
the  citizens  have  shown  proper  respect  for  the  present 
law,  and  needed  changes  have  shown  themselves 
necessary,  the  Board  will  reconsider  the  zoning  law 
and  propose  whatever  is  required  to  meet  the  needs  of 
changing  times. 

The  Congress  in  1954  as  part  of  the  Federal  Housing 
Act  provided  for  assistance  to  states  and  towns  in  com- 
prehensive planning.  This  year  the  Board  decided  to  act 
toward  the  goal  of  getting  this  assistance  from  the 
State  and  from  the  Federal  Government.  Many  towns  in 
the  state,  including  Bedford  and  Derry,  have  taken 
advantage  of  this  assistance  and  have  engaged  pro- 
fessional firms  to  undertake  the  planning  surveys  that 
are  necessary.  The  State  Department  of  Resources  and 
Economic  Development  is  interested  in  assisting  Towns 
to  take  advantage  of  the  Housing  Act,  and  has  sent 
representatives  to  nearly  all  of  our  meetings. 

When  the  Board  became  fully  aware  of  how  the 
planning  survey  would  be  undertaken,  it  invited  five 
firms  from    the   northeast  part   of  the  country   that  are 
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Summary  of  Cases  Heard  —  7964 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  had  a  record  year  in  1964 
with  thirty-five  cases  appearing  before  the  board  for 
consideration. 

A  breakdown  of  the  cases  are  as  follows: 

Nine  appeals  for  permit  for  new  dwellings.  Eight 
were  granted  and  one  was  denied. 

One  appeal  to  relocate  a  house  was  granted. 

One  appeal  to  convert  a  garage  into  living  quarters 
was  denied. 

Ten  appeals  for  accessory  buildings  were  heard; 
seven  were  granted,  three  denied. 

Six  appeals  for  commercial  buildings  and  offices 
were  heard.   Four  were  granted  and  two  denied. 

Three  cases  for  temporary  use  of  Mobile  Homes 
were  granted. 

Four  appeals  for  junk  yards  were  heard  of  which  one 
was  granted  and  three  were  denied. 

One  appeal  for  antenna  sites  was  heard  and 
granted.

specialists  in  the  field  of  planning  to  meet  with  the 
Board,  one  firm  at  a  time.  As  a  result  of  these  meet- 
ings the  Board  unanimously  agreed  upon  the  firm  of 
James  W.  Sewall  Company,  of  Old  Town,  Maine.  Two 
members  of  this  firm  met  with  representatives  of  the 
Budget  Committee,  the  Water  Commissioners,  the  Select- 
men, Town  Manager,  and  the  Planning  Board,  and  as 
a  result  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the  sum  of 
$5,000.00  be  raised  as  part  of  the  current  budget  of 
the  Town  as  our  share  of  the  cost  of  the  planning 
program. 

The  planning  work  will  probably  be  completed  with- 
in two  years,  and  as  a  result  the  Town  will  have  avail- 
able surveys  projected  into  the  future  in  ail  phases  of 
Town  affairs,  such  as  education,  economic  development, 
zoning,  building  codes,  recreation,  population  trends, 
capital  investments,  industry,  transportation,  town 
facilities.  Thereafter  the  Town  can  take  action  or  not  as 
any  of  these  items  appear  feasible.  It  is  not  the  purpose 
of  this  planning  program  to  lay  out  a  pattern  for  action 
that  must  be  adopted  by  Town,  but  to  make  available 
the  best  planning  thought  toward  future  development 
of  the  Town  that  can  be  obtained.

Superintendent's  Report 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Goffstown: 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  relative  to 
the  schools  of  Goffstown. 

The  enrollment  of  the  Goffstown  Schools  has  in- 
creased to  an  alltime  high  of  1318  pupils  in  the  four 
schools  as  follows:

As  the  need  for  additional  classrooms  is  indicated  by 
the  above  table,  the  completion  of  the  new  Goffstown 
High  School  classroom  wing  by  September  1965  will 
relieve  the  overcrowded  conditions  in  all  schools  and 
allow  for  the  enrollment  of  tuition  pupils  in  grades 
seven  through  twelve. 

The  new  Goffstown  High  School  with  construction 
currently  on  schedule  will  accomodate  approximately 
370  Goffstown  students  grades  9  through  12  and  ap- 
proximately 70  tuition  pupils  in  the  initial  year  of 
operation. 

The  three  hundred  foot  two  story  classroom  wing 
contains  adequate  regulation  classroom  space  and  pro- 
vides specialized  areas  for  general  science,  biology, 
physics,  chemistry,  home  economics,  language  labora- 
tory, modern  library,  and  the  commercial  department. 
Each  student  will  be  provided  with  a  private  corridor 
locker  for  his  personal  belongings  and  books. 

There  will  be  offices  for  the  principal,  assistant  prin- 
cipal, general  office,  guidance  department,  a  health 
suite,  teachers'  work  rooms,  custodial  areas  and  ample 
storage  areas. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  industrial  arts,  drafting, 
music,  art,  a  standard  sized  gymnasium,  shower  and 
locker   room    areas,    and    ample    gymnasium    bleachers. 

The  new  Goffstown  High  School,  a  million  dollar 
investment  of  the  citizens  of  Goffstown,  will  provide  an 
educational  facility  adequate  in  every  detail  to  provide 
for  the  students  a  modern  educational  opportunity 
with  an  enriched  and  expanded  curriculum. 

There  will  be  a  complete  modern  kitchen  and  cafe- 
teria. The  dual  purpose  cafeteria  is  being  constructed 
to  serve  as  a  well  lighted  study  hall  during  periods 
when  it  is  not  used  as  a  cafeteria. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  with  an  anticipated 
total  enrollment  of  289  will  be  transferred  to  the 
present  high  school.  The  school  should  be  adequate  in 
size  for  the  foreseeable  future  assuming  no  major  in- 
creases in  the  school  population  indicated  in  the  in-line 
projection  of  current  enrollments. 


It  will  be  necessary  to  use  the  White  School  in  the 
fall  of  1965  for  three  sixth  grades  of  the  Maple  Avenue 
School  and  one  sixth  grade  from  the  Bartlett  School. 
The  schools  can  no  longer  accommodate  all  six  grades. 

School  libraries  have  been  established  in  the  Bartlett 
School,  Maple  Avenue  School  and  Goffstown  High 
School  to  allow  pupils  to  become  adept  in  using  the 
resources  provided  by  a  school  library  to  enrich  the 
contents  of  their  courses. 

To  insure  that  each  boy  and  girl  will  learn  to  read  to 
the  limit  of  his  ability,  a  full  time  elementary  remedial 
reading  teacher  was  added  to  the  staff  this  year. 

The  schools  of  Goffstown  are  staffed  with  enthusiastic 
and  dedicated  principals  and  teachers  serving  the 
educational  interests  of  the  individual  boys  and  girls. 
Results  of  administrative  evaluation,  extensive  stand- 
ardized testing,  and  satisfactory  post-secondary  school 
success  are  indicative  of  a  desirable  end  result  of  the 
Goffstown  School  system. 

The  Goffstown  School  Board  and  the  citizens  of 
Goffstown  are  to  be  commended  for  the  support  given 
to  the  educational  effort  of  the  community  indicating 
adherence  to  a  proper  sense  of  values  in  establishing 
education's  share  of  the  total  tax  dollar. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  full  cooperation  Which  has 
been    extended    to    the    administration    by    the    School 
Board,  the  principals,  teachers,   pupils  and  the  citizens 
of    Goffstown    in    our    mutual    task    of    promoting    the 
educational  welfare  of  the  students.  I  wish  also  to  ex- 
press   my   appreciation    to   the   Supervisory    Union    per- 
sonnel,   Spiro    Anastos,    Teacher   Consultant,    and    Mrs. 
Ruth  Henk,  and  Mrs.  Harold  Smith  of  the  office  staff.
